Tlieru are innumerable haunts of 


the fleet-footed animal in tho north. 
Hunters have their choice and the 
majority of them have already selected 
their place to visit during tho open 
season. 
Game wardens nro supposed 


to be in the woods to see that tho 
deer are protected from tho lawbreak- 
ers and pot hunters and on the morn- 
ing of November eleventh tho hunters 
can point their rifles toward the hunt- 
ing grounds without fear 
of arrest. 


Every man who ever visits the north- 
ern country during the deer season is 
as careful as ho can possibly bo bat 
there are invariably many accidents 
and it is expected that the number 
this all will not fall short of last year 


What the Law Says. 


Following

ing of clijor. 


Any person who shall take, pursxie 


or kill by any device or contrivance 
whatever, or pursue with tho intent 
to take, kill or worry any deer, buck, 
doo or fawn between tho thirtieth day 
of November ami tho guccoediug tenth 
day of November all the year except- 
ing the last 20 days in Nov. being 
thereby intended to bo included in 
the closed or prohibited season for 
such animals, or who shall huutdeer, 
buck, doe or fawn, at any time with 
dogs or in tho night time or iu cither 
the counties of Sank, Adams, Colum- 
bia, 
Hich laud and Marquotte at any 


other time than during tho last ten 
days of Novommber of' each year, or 
in either the counties of Fond du Lac, 
Shoboygan, Manitowo and Culumot, 
at any time or in the counties of La 
Croa.se, Monroe, Vornou, Trempealean 
and Jackson until the o]»u sousou for 
door in nineteen hundred and seven 
or who shall kill, capture nuy deer, 
buck, doe or fawn, or attempt to kill 
or capture such, in tho waters or 011 
the ice of any of the streams lakes or 
ponds, within tho jurisdiction of the 
state at any time, or who shall take,

unlawful to shij) the game alter it is 
killed. 
The law says that any porsou 


killing a deer may keep nud consume 
tho.same ill his family if ho files a 
iiotico to that effect with ths game 
warden or deputy game warden oil cr 
before the last day of the open season. 


Section Nuniber eighty-five of the 


game laws reads as follows: 
It shall 


be unlawful and it is prohibited to 
buy, sell or transport any green hide, 
preen head, carcass or a part of car- 
cass of auy buck, deer, doe or fawn 
betweeu the third day of December 
and the succeeding twelfth day of 
November.

Mine Workers, and the strike has not 
tho sanction of tho big organization. 


The mine workers, however, In the 


majority of cases say they will not 
take the ])Iacos of tlie engineers, but 
will simply atop work for a while and 
look on. 


The strike was caused by an at- 


tempt of. the operators to reduce the 
wages .of the hoisting engineers 6.55 
per cent. Tills the engineers refused, 
and thon tho operators' association 
suggested arbitration, which, in turn, 
was refused by the engineers. 
The 


time limit expired with the month of 
October, so the engineers ordered the 
strike. 


All hoisting machinery In the mines 


Is stopped, and work Is impossible In 
most ot the shafts until the hoists are 
again in operation. 


Strikers Make a Statement. 


Tho following statement, issued by 


Secretary Jenkins, gives the engineers' 
version of the situation: 


"The main argument of the coal op- 


erators in the engineers' controversy 
Is that the engineers should submit to 
tho reduction of wages that all the 
other employes at the mines have 
done. 


"This argument is answered by the 


engineers with' the claim' that they 
have not been advanced with the oth- 
er employes and that if they should 
submit to all the reductions, they are 
first entitled to all the advances. 
The 


total advance to the engineers aggre- 
gates less than 21% per cent, or con- 
siderably less than is being paid to the 
mine workers after deducting the 5.B5 
per cent reduction submitted to this 
year." 


View Held by Operators. 


A member of the operators' associa- 


tion said: 
. "From the present prospect the stop- 
page of work will be of short duration. 
Mining will bo resumed before there 
can be any scarcity and meanwhile 
there will be competition from coal 
producers In other states. 


"Tho engineers' strike looks like a 


bluff. 
Many'of the men' do not want 


to quit and will return In a few days. 
The places ot the others can be filled 
without difficulty." 


The operators believe that it is the 


desire of the Mine Workers' union that 
the strike'*ail, as it would be possible 
for the big order to get control of the 
engineers, which they have not here- 
tofore been able to do.

days that are gone. Close by one -fre- 
quently sees a Maori canoe paddled 
across the river, which here emerges 
from the clear lake and shapes its 
course in a rapid rush through rugged 
gorges and broad plains to the sea. 
The Waikato serves as a dividing 
line between the European settlement 
of Taupo town and the native village 
of Tapime-1-Iarum 
on 
the 
heights 


above, which in the- war period . of. 
1805-71 was a fortified and memora- 
ble rampart. 
Looking across the lake toward the 


south the traveler can see at the back 
of Rotoaira the magnificent snow-clad 
volcanoes of Toagariro, Ngauruhoe 
and Ruapehu. These splendid peaks 
are Invested with a massive drapery 
of perpetual ice and snow and from 
their summit there is a'constant issue 
o£ sulphurous steam and smoke in va- 
grant clouds and spires. Until quite 
recently these remarkable .mountains 
were held as sacred by the Maoris, 
and on the eerie altars of: their snow- 
capped craters and glacial recesses 
they .offered homage and propitiation 
to their deified ancestors—the gods of 
their race. 


Region of Cave Dwellers. 


Caves abound in Karangahape and 


all of them at 
one time 
or 
other 


served as living places for the Taupo 
natives, who were cave dwellers to a 
very great extent. Just twenty years 
ago, when giving evidence at the na- 
tive land court of Taupo, the old war-

five blocks from the center of the 
business district of the city and was 
surrounded by a number of residences 
and several small stores. 
It Is under- 


stood that the structure had been con- 
demned, but the city authorities had 
failed to remove it.
